in Butte, hit by nearly a foot of 
snow, it was -12. 


Below-zero readings w e r e 


^general in other parts of the 


snow belt. Snow depths ranged 
up to 15 inches in parts of Mon- 
tana and ranged from 6 to 12 
inches in most other areas as 
well as in the Great Lakes re- 
gion and parts of the Northeast. 


The stormy-cold weather was 


blamed for at least 16 deaths 
on snowcovered highways. 


Snow deiminished in many 


.areas and winds tapered off 
•'during the n i g h t . However,

Walton's previous convictions 


were at Ashdown. He has spent 
the last four years in death row 
at Tucker State Prison Farm.

A change of venue for the 


third trial was granted after his 
attorney said Walton could not 
get a fair trial in Ashdown. 


The jury delibrated two and 


one-half hours. It fixed the pun- 
ishment at life in prison and 
recommended that Walton nev- 
f er be pardoned or paroled. 


Formal sentencing was set for 


10 a.m. Wednesday. 


There was no indication that 


the sentence would be appealed. 


Walton never took the stand. 


The defense never contended 
that Walton did not kill Hall- 
man. Defense witnesses testified 
that Walton was 
"staggering 


drunk" the day before the slay- 
ing.

HOLLYWOOD (AP) — The 


knock on the door and the famil- 
iar shout "room service" didn't 
alarm Frank Sinatra Jr., last 
Sunday night in his Lake Tahoe 
motel room. 


Sinatra, 19-year-old son of one 


of show business' biggest stars, 
had just finished dining in the 
room with Joe Foss. Foss was 
substitute trumpeter in the re- 
vamped Tommy 
Dorsey band 


playing across the parking lot 
at Harrah's Club. 


Young Sinatra was singer with 


the band, a band which used the 
same book and the same song 
arrangements 
that had cata- 


pulted Frank Sr., to fame. 


As young Sinatra walked to 


open the door, he presumably 
thought a waiter wanted to cart 
away the dirty dinner dishes. 
The time was 9:30 p.m.—almost 
showtime for the young singer. 


But when Frankie opened the 


door, instead of a waiter saun- 
tering in, two burly men, fairly 
young, burst in and one flashed 
a gun. 


Thus began 54 hours of terror 


for young Sinatra and his fam- 
iy—the first Hollywood kidnap- 
ing in history. 


The kidnaping has many com- 


plexities. It started with a com- 
plexiy. Why was Foss, a wit- 
ness who could identify the un- 
masked abductors, left behind 
bound only with tape? 


It took Foss less than 10 min- 


utes to loose himself and get 
Gene Evans, the hotel's press 
agent, on the •-, phone. Evans 
called police and'minutes after 
the kidnapping police had been 
alerted. 


Lake Tahoe is some 6,000 feet 


up in the snowy High Sierra. In 
winter it's difficult, sometimes 
impossible, to get into or out of 
the area.

Last Sunday night a blinding 


snowstorm blocked any getaway 
down the 65 miles of treacher- 
ous mountain road to Reno.

U.S. 99 into Los Angeles.

home. 


It cost his famous father $240,- 


000 in ransom but as Frank Sr., 
commented: 


"I was delighted to pay it to 


get our boy back unharmed." 


Sinatra, 
notified 
in Palm 


Springs, was in Reno Airport by 
2:30 a.m. Monday morning. 
Owner Charlie Manes of the 
Mapes Hotel put his private 
suite at Sinatra disposal. 


Since the state-straddling lo- 


cale of 
the 
kidnaping 
was 


unique, the FBI waived its usu- 
al 24-hour assumption that the 
abductors had crossed a state 
line. 


By Monday dawn, some 26 


federal agents were at Stateline, 
Nev., and almost that many 
were in and out of Sinatra's 
room Monday. 


Among the first calls received 


by Sinatra came from U.S. At- 
torney-General Robert Kenne- 
dy, the nation's chief law en- 
forcement officer. The FBI is 
under the jurisdiction of the Jus- 
tice Department. 


Sinatra, used to giving orders, 


said he behaved tike a good sol- 
dier. 


"I did everything they told 


me to," he said. "1 can't praise

the nation." And, he recalled, 
Congress itself has been urging 
economy in the multibillipn-dol- 
lar defense outlays 
"wherever 


possible without decreasing our 
effective defense posture." 


Sen. Richard B. Russell, D- 


Ga., who steers both defense 
legislation and huge 
annual 


money bills through the Senate, 
said the cutbacks had caused "a 
terrific reaction." 


Russell 
had no 
immediate 


plans for protest hearings by 
either the Senate Armed Serv- 
ices or Defense Appropriations 
committees he heads, but said 
they may be necessary later. 


"I'm highly in favor of this 


(the reductions)," Sen. William 
Proxmire, D-Wis., said in a sep- 
arate interview. "I think that 
President 
Johnson should be 


congratulated for economy ac- 
tion so promptly and decisive- 
ly."

Senate Passes 
Controversial 
Fgn. Aid Bill 


WASHINGTON (AP) _ The 


Senate passed and sent to the 
White House today a controver- 
sial $3,599,050,000 foreign aid au- 
thorization bill slashed more 


1 than $930 million below admini- 
istration requests. 


The action came after Sen. 


Wayne Morse, D-Ore., leading 
the fight against it, called the 
bill "a monstrosity" and "shock- 
ing, inexcusable." It was a com- 
promise between Senate and 
House versions. 


Morse was joined in the at- 


tack by Sen. Allen J. Ellender. 
D-La. Both protested the elimi- 
nation, in a Senate-House con- 
ference, of restrictions the Sen- 
ate had written into the meas- 
ure. 


Ellender said S e n a t e con- 


ferees, headed by Sen. J. Wil- 
liam Fulbright, D-Ark., chair- 
man of the Foreign Relations 
Committee, " s i m p l y bowed 
down to the House 
managers 


and struck out every amend- 
ment of consequence." 


Shortly before the Senate act- 


ed, a House subcommittee rec- 
ommended appropriation of ap- 
proximately $3 billion — around 
$600 million less than the au- 
thorization—to finance the pro- 
gram. 


8 Americans

Five Americans were aboard; 


Rescuers recovered three bod- 
ies and a fourth was believed 
buried in the wreckage in Kien 
Phong proyince, 60 miles south- 
west of Saigon. 


One crewman survived. He 


was brought to Saigon in serious 
condition, a U.S. m i l i t a r y 
spokesman said. 


Several hours later a single- 


engine Otter plane carrying four 
U.S. military advisers and three 
Vietnamese crashed in the cen- 
tral highlands on a flight from 
Nha Trang to Ban Me Thuot, 
There apparently were no sur- 
vivors, a spokesman said. 


The plane had failed to make 


radio contact shortly after tak- 
ing off. There was no explana- 
tion immediately for the crash. 


No names of victims were an- 


nounced. 


The helicopter was one of five 


H37s in Viet Nam used to re- 
cover crashed planes and heli- 
copters. It was the first of its 
kind to crash here. 


It was lifting the wreckage of 


a plane that crashed Wednesday 
after engine trouble. The Amer- 
ican pilot and Vietnamese ob- 
server had bailed out safely.

drove off but returned 40 min- 
utes later 
grim-faced.

George C. Jones, 


driving his usual route down 
Roscomare Road, h e a r d a 
shout: "Hey!" 


He recognized young Sinatra
